IS CHARITY AN INNATE 
OR LEARNED VIRTUE?

One of our readers who was also a past worker in our office raised an important 
uestion on reading the September, 1979 editorial entitled, “World Hunger and Our 


_/Share.” “Do you think,” she wrote, “you can teach people to be charitable? Is it a 


nurtured act or an innate talent?” 
The same question may be posed about human nature, fear, courage, love, hatred, 


anger, commitment to a cause and so on and so forth. In the educational field, 
philosophers of education have usually agreed that 50% of human conductis determined 
by inheritance and 50% by environment to which a person is exposed. 

Christianity differs. Christianity is a religion of affirmation of new life. It believes 
human nature can be turned around completely— from evil to good, complacency to 
concern, “motivelessness” to involvement. We read in Cor. 5:17 as follows: “Therefore, 
if any man be in Christ, he is a new creature: all things are passed away, behold all things 
are become new.” This theme is repeated constantly in the Gospels and in the Epistles of 


Paul. 
In this regard we are “compassed about with a cloud of witnesses” which 


demonstrate the affirmation of new life and the complete reversal of one’s nature 
though, it should be accepted, the human being stays in a position of sinfulness by has a 
capacity to move against the grain and so perform according to the will of God. Peter; the 
Apostle, was an absolute coward. At one point in his life he denied his Master three 
times. But, he was so completely changed that at the end of his life he had sufficient 
courage to be martyred. 

Then there was Zacchaeus, the tax extortionist, who on seeing Jesus, experienced 
such a revolutionary change that he proposed to part with all his wealth. 

Consider also wealthy Barnabas who was so completely motivated by Christ that he 
sold all that he had and put at the foot of the Apostles for distribution to those in need. 

In our own century, Sadoo Sindar Singh, who was converted to Christianity from 
one of the Asian religions, developed such commitment as to serve Christ and God s 
children in trials, The story is told of his crossing the Himalayas with a Buddhist priest. 
They came across a man, who, having fallen in a pit on the side of the path, lay in the 
snow helpless. Singh suggested they go down and help the man, but the Buddhist said, 
“God has placed him there so he may work out his salvation in his own way.” Singh 
could not accept the position of the Buddhist priest and they parted company. Singh 
went down, struggled hard, and finally took the man up to the path on his shoulders and 
walked to safety. But on the road, he stumbled upon a body, and on turning him around 
saw the Buddhist priest dead.

PUZANT KALFAYAN 


In the past issues of the AMAA 
NEWS, we have written about people 
who were instrumental in the envisioning 
and creation of Haigazian College — Mr. 
Stephen Philibosian, Mr. and Mrs. A.S. 
Mehagian... This is being done to accumulate 
historical records for the purpose of writing 
an accurate and thorough history of the 
founding of Haigazian College. In this 
issue, we would like to present another 
visionary — a great veteran of the Armenian 
Evangelical Movement, the late Rev. Puzant 
Kalfayan. This year, 1979, marks the 
twentieth anniversary of his departure 
from our midst and we would like to 
present Haigazian College President, Dr. 
John J. Markarian’s statement on Puzant 
Kalfayan as a special tribute on this 
occasion. The statement made in memory 
of Puzant in 1959 was incorporated in 
the special “In Memoriam” book prepared 
by the AMAA in May 1960. 

“The Reverend Puzant Kalfayan had 
the wisdon to see that our entire Armenian 
Evangelical School system depends upon 
the kind of staff we are able to employ for 
the training of our youth. He realized that 
there must be a first class Liberal Arts 
College — deeply Christian in dedicaiton 
— where this training could take place. 
Haigazian College is now in the infant 
stage of the realization of that vision. 

“My acquaintance with Puzant goes 
back only slightly more than five years, 
but during that time I have had the 
privilege of more contact with him than 
with the members of my own family in 
America. In many ways he was closer 
than a brother. 

“It was his vision for the College and 
his earnestness in presenting the need for 
it, which led me to Beirut to see at first 
hand what he meant, and eventually to be 
won to the same hope which he had. 
During the four years of the development 
of the College, he was continually a 
strength and support. He spoke about the 
College wherever he went; he gained the 
interest of men of means; he carried ona 
lengthy correspondence concerning it, 
and in many different ways gave his time 
and energy to the end that the College 
might become a reality. 

Since his death I have felt that a most 
important line of communication has been 
cut. This is not to slight other hard and 


dedicated workers in America, but rather 
to pay tribute to the one who has carried 
the major burden of the work. When one 
remembers the numbers of other equally 
significant works to which Puzant devoted 
himself, it is readily apparent that he 
literally burned himself out in this service. 
Under his leadership, the AMAA grew so 
large that it outgrew the strength of one 
man and Puzant’s life was given in that 
great development. 

“I well remember when our family 
returned to the United States in the 
Summer of 1957 to arrange for a more 
permanent relationship to Haigazian College. 
The first face we saw at the airport was 
Puzant. I can recall vividly getting in the 
car with him, driving through the city and 
on our way talking about the College and 
how we céi#ild arouse interest in it during 
the summer months. 

“When next we return to America 
there will be one empty place. We all are 
feeling it very deeply. We shall always feel 
a great debt of gratitude to Puzant Kalfayan 
for his share in opening to us the door of 
the glorious challenge of Haigazian College.”

AMAA GRANTS OF OVER 
$74,000 TOP PREVIOUS 
SCHOLARSHIP 
PROVISIONS

In ayet unprecedented quantity provision, the AMAA surpassed 
its scholarship grants of the past years. The total amount of awards 
in the form of scholarship grants or loans rose above $74,000 as 
against $65,000 of last year and $55,000 of the previous year. 
Out of this total, 111 of more than 250 requests resulting in 160 
applicants received scholarship grants totaling $58,000 and 
$15,000 was given in interest-free loans to 26 applicants, a 
number of whom were also grant recipients. Included in the 
scholarship grants and loans is $7,000 for seven persons whose 
schooling is religious or theological. In addition to the provision of 
scholarships in the United States, the AMAA has a Child Education 
Sponsorship Program overseas for which it will provide in the 
coming fiscal $100,000. The program of Child Education Sponsor- 
ship has been going on for the past 30 years. Haigazian College 
students in Beirut received about $25,000 in scholarships 
frornthe Stephen Philibosian Foundation, an affiliate of AMAA, in 
addition to the more than $100,000 annual support by the 
Haigazian College Trustees, $25,000 of which is specifically 
assigned for scholarships to deserving Armenian students. 

The total provisions for educational purposes, inclusive of 
scholarship provisions, surpass the $325,000 mark. As a service 
organization interested in life development, the Association is 
internally fully assured that this large amount of provision for 
education will have its salutary effects on the Armenian nation for 
it is from the fruits of these efforts that leadership will be made 
available to the Armenian people in the Diaspora whether it be in 
the United States or overseas in the Middle East.

Since its inception in 1976, the Center 
has been a haven for newly arrived Armenian 
immigrants from various parts of the 
world fleeing from the trauma experienced 
from a dangerous existence, oppression 
and other severe problems that have 
come about in recent years. The AMAA, 
the funding body, has received reports 
that the work being carried on by Hratch 
Baliozian and his staff, as well as the 
dedicated Board members (Chairman Vahe 
Ashkarian) and volunteer help is of mam- 

moth proportions. 


Weare confident God is pleased by 
the helping hand being extended to 
those who need a hand to hold. 


$30,000 annually is needed to 
fund the effort. 


Hasmig Collier, a newcomer herself 
from Beirut where she did evangelistic 
work chiefly among children, has now 
brought her enthusiasm for evangelism 
work to other Armenian newcomers, spec- 
ifically in the Southern Los Angeles area. 


She reports very inspiring experiences 
she has had among those who have never 
heard the wonderful Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, in her regular visits to the hospital- 
ized and elderly. She conducts weekly 
Bible studies for children and adults alike 
as well as door-to-door witnessing. She 
has been working largely with Soviet 
Armenians who have found refuge in this 
blessed land, but more importantly have 
for the first time heard about Jesus Christ 
and the way of salvation. 


In Hasmig’s words, “Seeing the will- 
ingness and the wonderful help of the 
American Government to allow such a 


number of Soviet Armenians to immigrate 
to this beautiful country, I! am more than 
convinced that God wants these unevan- 
gelized people to hear the Word of God, 
and know His Son before our Lord’s 
return to rapture the Church.” She covets 
our prayers for the work she is commissioned 
to do. 


$15,000 annually is required to 
continue this most important misson. 


The efforts of the Scholarship com- 
mittee of the Association to provide for 
students qualified in terms of intellect, 
talent and financial need is explained on 
page 6 in a report provided by the 
Chairman of the Scholarship Committee. 
A reading of that report will demonstrate 
that our capacity to act has been made 
possible by a host of benevolent persons 
who have established funds the annual 
income from which is utilized for assistance. 


100 more applicants could be 
accepted if $75,000 more was available. 


The Assocation has a number of 
persons and families who, despite the fact 
that they live in the United States, are in 
financial difficulties. The Association does 
provide for such needs. In fact, the AMAA 
is now providing more than 20 percent of 
its income for use at home in the United 
States to those in financial need and for 
other needs such as publications, tracts 
and books. Financial provision is also 
being made for churches with deficits and 


pastors in need. 


Funds available for these purposes 
are woefully inadequate. An additional 
$50,000 would help relieve many 


tensions.

ZABELLE KARAGHEUSIAN 


Zabelle Karagheusian, a person of 
great accomplishments in the field of 
charity, entered her eternal rest in New 
York City on September 5, 1979 at the 
ripe age of 99 for she was born on 
January 16, 1880. 


Mrs. Karagheusian, daughter of Arsine 
and Mihran Manoukian of Manchester, 
England, moved to England with her 
parents at the age of two and lived there 
until her marriage to Mihran Karagheusian 
when she settled in New York. 


___ Having become conscious of human- 
itarian expressions at an early age through 
the involvement of her parents in charity 
as well as the impact of tragic times of the 
late 19th and early 20th centuries it must 
have been easy for Zabelle Karagheusian 
to be herself involved in benevolent ways 
and to follow goodness and kindness. 
Her parents’ residence was a meeting 
place where Armenians and Englishmen 
met to discuss ways and means of helping 
Armenians going through great hardships. 
From that benevolent circle Zabelle moved 
into the Karagheusian family, where she 
found her husband had the same concern 
as her own family for Mr. Mihran 
Karagheusian was one of the pioneer 
founders of the AGBU in America, its first 
treasurer, and an honorary life member. 
Thus Mihran’s and Zabelle’s residence 
also became a meeting ground for plans 
and projects to assist Armenians that 
faced genocide. 
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Mrs. Karagheusian was one of the 
co-founders of the Armenian Orphans 
Relief (AOR) which was established as a 
result of the 1915-1918 genocide of the 
Armenians by the Turks. Mrs. Hagopian, 
the other co-founder, became the President 
of AOR and Zabelle, the Treasurer, serving 
in this capacity until her voluntary retire- 
ment from active duty. Later, the AOR 
became the Woman’s Central Committee 
of the AGBU of which Zabelle was the 
Treasurer until she resigned because of 
age. She was then designated Honorary 
President of the Women’s Central Com- 
mittee. The benevolent arrangements today 
continue in many places but especially in 
Greece where the Karagheusians have 
built extensive housing projects for 
Armenians of small means. Also a large 
extensive clinic performs unusually beaut- 
iful and helpful service in Beirut for 
children of Armenian parents of small 
means. 


Mrs. Karagheusian is survived by her 
daughter Leila Karagheusian, her sister, 
Mrs. Arax Stewart, and a number of 
nieces and nephews. 


The Board of Directors, at their meeting 
on October 6, 1979, resolved to extend 
their sincere symapathies to Miss Leila 
Karagheusian, a close friend of the AMAA, 
and the able torchbearer of the Manoukian- 
Karagheusian benevolent spirit through 
her endeavors for Armenians in need in 
the Middle East, especially Beirut and 
Athens. The Board’s message concluded: 
“Please be assured that we pray that 
God, in His providence, may give you 
strength and to constantly light up in 
your heart the beautiful memories of a 
mother you loved so much as to care for 
her in cherished ways.” 


HAROUTUNE (HARRY) SHANINIAN 


(Harry) Shahinian, 


one of the older members of the Armenian 
Martyrs’ Congergational Church of Havertown, 
Pa., died on June 28, 1979 at home. The 
funeral service was from church on July 
2, 1979 with Rev. Doghramji officiating. 
Burial was at Fernwood Cemetery.

Mr. Shahinian was born in Nigdeh, 
Turkey on January 15, 1886, the son of 
Movses and Hripsime Shahinian. When 
Harry was three, his father died. This made 
Harry’s childhood difficult. 


In 1909, Mr. Shahinian immigrated 
to Philadelphia and soon sent to Turkey 
for his mother. He married Vertime Gurunlian 
of Providence and the family was blessed 
with two children, Albert, who now lives in 
Lynchburg, Virginia, and Bertha who 
lovingly cared for her father for many 
years until his death.

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SHNORHIG AYVAZIAN 


After alonglife filled with many years 
of service to her family and church Shnorhig 
Ayvazian passed away one year ago on 
October 21, 1978. Her early life was 
spent in Turkey during many periods of 
uncertainty and Turkish harassment. She 
was born in Sivas on May 31, 1892 as the 
fourth daughter of Badveli Garabed and 
Maritza Kylydjian. She soon lost her 
father at the age of three when he was 
killed by the Turks in 1895. Undaunted 
by the responsibility of raising four daughters, 
her mother proceeded to become a matron 
of the girls’ school in Marsovan operated 
by American missionaries. All four daughters 
received their early education at the 
Armenian Missionary School and 
continued to college. There Shnorhig 
specialized in music studies, becoming an 
accomplished pianist. After finishing these 
courses she returned to the American 
School as a music teacher. 

Shnorhig met her future husband, 
Dr. Haig Ayvazian, when he was serving 
in the Turkish army and married him in 
1916. Their two oldest children, Edward 
Arax and Levon Fred, were born in 
Turkey. They managed to emigrate to the 
United States in 1920 in response to the 
urgent bidding of her only remaining 
sister and brother-in-law, Dr. Dicran and 
Dicranouhi Kabakjian (the Armenian 
Students’ Association of America awards 
an annual plaque for scientific achievement 
in his memory). In 1921 the Ayvazians 
took up residence in New York City, 


where Shnorhig bore her two youngest 
children, John Haig and Grace Maritza. Dr. 
Haig was able to pursue a distinguished 
medical career until his death in 1955. All 
three sons followed their father’s footsteps 
in the practice of medicine. 

Shnorhig devoted the major part of 
her life to her growing family and musical 
leadership in the church. She served as 
choir leader and organist in the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of New York for over 
35 years, even beyond her official retire- 
ment in 1954. She also worked closely 
with the AMAA when its offices were at or 
near the Armenian Evangelical Church. 
She will be long remembered for her 
untiring labor of love during the earlier 
growth of the church and the AMAA. She 
was a source of inspiration to many 
individuals such as her choir members 
who would sometimes be enthusiastically 
augmented by attendants from other 
churches. 

Since 1955 Shnorhig had maintained 
her own residence, moving eventually to 
an apartment and occasionally living with 
her daughter and son-in-law. Right up to 
the time of her death, she preserved a 
calm philsophical outlook, a logical inter- 
pretation of daily events, a clear memory 
of the many experiences in her past life, 
and a warm sense of humor which never 
failed to delight her family and many 
friends. 

Shnorhig Ayvazian’s oldest son, Dr. 
Edward Arax, predeceased her. She is 
survived by her younger sons, Dr. Levon 
Fred Ayvazian and Dr. John Haig Ayvazian, 
and her daughter, Mrs. Grace Babakian, 
as well as by 13 grandchildren. 

The Board of Directors and Officers 
of the AMAA are grateful for Shnorhig’s 
services to the Association over the years. 
Associations grow commensurate to the 
loyalty of their founding and sustaining 
members. Mrs. Ayvazian was all that, God
